Witnesses 


I am bringing you a message entitled, “God’s Two Wit- 
nesses.” - You will think at once, if you are a good Bible stu- 


dent, of Revelation 11 which tells of two men standing on 


the stage of human life in the Great Tribulation period, 
clothed for the moment with immortality. For three years 
and a half they give a testimony, broadcast to the world, un- 


A great many books have been 
written speculating on the identi- 
ty of these two witnesses. I am 
very-much interested in their iden- 
tity. I think I know who they are. 
But I am much more interested 
in the identity and the méssages 
of the two witnesses in Acts 5:32 
than I am in the prophetic signi- 
ficance of Revelation, chapter 11. 
Let me read you that verse. Peter 
says, 7 

“And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
to them that obey him.” 


Peter here refers to a double 
witness, a twofold testimony to 
the resurrection of Jesus. Christ 
and the fact. of the living God. 
‘First of all,’ he says, ‘we give 
you our own human testimony. 
We were eyewitnesses of the life, 
death, burial and resurrection of 
Jesus of Nazareth. He appeared to 
us after He rose from the dead, 
convinced us beyond a shadow of 
doubt that He was alive. Before 
our wondering eyes one day He 
vanished into Heaven. And we ask 
you, brethren, to believe the truth 
of a risen Christ. Because we saw 
Him, we heard Him, we touched 
.Him, we were eyewitnesses.” ‘But’ 
Peter further adds, ‘you need not 
believe this incredible story just 
because we tell it. There is a sec- 
ond witness here whom you must 
heed. Whether you believe us or 
not, ‘you certainly ought to believe 
Him. In your city and in your 
midst, and throbbing in our testi- 
mony and our lives, and trans- 
forming the lives of thousands of 
people in your city, is the blessed, 


masking the pretensions and identity of Antichrist. 


heavenly Holy Spirit of God. And 
these signs and wonders that are 
@ daily occurrence are an evidence 
to your eyes and ears that God is 
in the midst of His people, that 
the Spirit of God has come “from 
on high.’ Peter, you see, refers not 
only to his own witness and word, 
but to the witness and testimony 
of the Holy Spirit working in his 
life, working in the lives of others, 
and transforming thousands in 
that city. 

I want you tonight to think of 
the twofold witness of the Word 
and the Spirit. 

These men did not preach the 
gospel in word only. In all con- 
fidence Peter and the others could 
appeal to the wonder-working 
power of God that was seen oper- 
ating every day in the early 
church, Signs and wonders and 
miracles, remarkable happenings, 
demonstrations of the power of 
God at work in their midst, were 
the evidence to these people that 
God was in the preacher and that 
the preacher's message was true. 

You say, “That is true, Mr. Lin- 
ton. The preaching of the gospel 
in those days was accompanied by 
signs and miracles, but that was 
not to last. Certainly in a few 
years, Brother Linton, these pass- 
ed into oblivion.” Is there anyone 
here who would think that or say 
it? Then let me tell you this: 
twenty long years after Pente- 
cost, Paul, writing to the Thes- 
salonians, said, “Our gospel came 
not unto you in word only, but 
also in power, and in the Holy

I have just answered the letter 
of the kindly friend in Plainfield, 
New Jersey, and feel impressed 
to publish my answer here.

Then I am on the Board of that 
great University. Besides that, 
I feel responsible that the approxi- 
mately 50,000 subscribers to THE 
SWORD.

My Estimate of Spiritual 
Standards at Bob Jones 
University 

1. First, let me say that Bob 
Jones University has the very 
highest moral and spiritual stan- 
dards, not exceeded in any Chris- 
tiam school in the world, as far 
as I know. In fact, if my chil- 
dren were to be away from home 
and out from under my own care, 
I would just a little rather they 
would be under the strict super- 
vision, the warm evangelistic 
teaching and the wonderfully high 
character training at Bob Jones 
University than anywhere else in 
the world. I do not mean this as 
a criticism of any other school: 
I know so well what they are 
doing at Bob Jones University* 
that I trust them absolutely. 

You understand that I have the 
very highest regard for our own 
beloved school, Wheaton College, 
where my own daughters attend 
and. where three daughters have 
graduated and one_ son-in-law. 
Another son-in-law graduates in 
June, another daughter now at- 
tends Wheaton College and one 
attends the Academy. 

It happens that I am on the 
Board of _ the Northwestern 
Schools at Minneapolis, founded 
by Dr. W. B. Riley, ang count Dr. 


friends. That is a wonderful 
school, thoroughly worthy of 
trust and support. 

I am a graduate of Decatur 
Baptist College and of Baylor Un- 
iversity; did two years‘ work in 
the Southwestern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary, Fort Worth; 
taught at Wayland Baptist Col- 
lege, Plainview, Texas; did some 
graduate work in the University 
of Chicago. I have preached in 
many Christian colleges. So I 
know something of Christian 
schools. I say to you earnestly 
that I do not think there is a 
Christian school in the world of 
any kind—college, Bible institute 
or seminary—with any higher 
standards of Christian life, any 
more careful supervision of the 
students, any more evangelistic 
fire and power of the Holy Spirit 
than Bob Jones University. 

You understand that I am on 
the Board of Bob Jones Univer- 
sity. About one hundred other 
well-known men are on _ that 
Board. Dr. H. A. Ironside has been 
on the Board for years. He and 
I were together there at the Bible 
conference a month and a half 
ago. You may be sure we would 
have protested long ago and that 
I would not have been so earn- 
estly recommending Bob Jones 
University if the spiritual stand- 
ards were not very high. 

You understand that Bob Jones 
University has about one thou- 
sand ministerial students and 
about six hundreg others surren- 
dered to work on the foreign mis- 
sion field.

SWfakespeare is 
studied in Wheaton College and 
in all other liberal arts colleges. 
I am frank to say that I was 
more moved by the Shakespeare 
plays I saw at Bob Jones Univer- 
sity and remember them much 
better than I can remember what 
I learned in months of _ study. 
Any reason for studying Shake&- 
peare’s plays is a good reason 
for seeing and _ hearing them 
when they are done by earnest 
Christians, carefully censured. 
Dr. Buswell dig not object to the 
study of Shakespeare in Wheaton 
College when’ he was president. 
And I say, as an educator, that 
acting in a Shakespeare play or 
seeing it has much greater educa- 
tional value than the classroom 
study of the play alone. Practi- 
cally all educational authorities 
would agree _with me on this. 
And the teaching of * the play 
would be exactly the sdme, ex- 
cept that the play, as acted at 
Bob Jones University, would be 
carefully edited to leave out any- 
thing offensive. 

Some may complain that some 
of the great opera singers brought 
to Bob Jones University are not 
Christians. That may be.so. I 
do not know any Christian college 
that professes to teach the fine 
arts which tries to keep from its 
students all the great artists who 
are not Christians. For example, 
at Wheaton College we have had 
the Don Cossacks program, 
Thonias L. Thomas, and the fam- 
ous singer, John Charles Thomas 
appearing as fine arts programs 
in the college.

He did not come 
to preach but he came to speak 
on a national question of im- 
portance that I thought the stu- 
dents ought to hear discussed. We 
had other fine arts programs by 
remarkable musicians who were 
not, as far as we knew, Chirstians. 


You see, Bob Jones University 
is set to train young Christians 
for Christian leadership. They 
need to hear the world’s greatest 
music. They need to learn to 
sing, to speak. “They need to learn 
to control great audiences and to 
move people’s hearts. The classes 
in speech, the classes in voice, in 
in pipe organ; the classes 
in dramatics all are conducted 
with this end in view. Every per- 
son who knows the facts realizes 
that they have been remarkably 
successful. - Preachers who come 
out of Bob Jones University know 
how to preach. They speak up. 
They can_be heard. They know 
how to hold an audience. The 
great emphasis on courses. in 
speech, in the fine arts, in facing 
the public is remarkably used of 
God to turn out charming, poised, 
Spirit- -filleqd young people. 


In such a matter, honest, good 
Christians who are not themselves 
educators and do not know the 
problems that good Chistian edu- 
cators have, should be very chari- 
table and uncritical. You know 
my stand against worldliness—the 
movies, the dance, ‘necking and 
petting, tobacco, the lodges, etc. 
I earnestly try to keep Christians 
separated and on fire for God. 
But I listen to news broadcasts on 
the radio when the news com- 
mentator is not a Christian. I 
listen to some classical music 
musicians are not 
Christians. I listen to addresses 
‘by the President and by other 
statesmen, some of whom are not 
Christians. You see, in this world 
we cannot separate ourselves al- 
together from unsaved people. 
And it would not be right if we 
did. We can separate ourselves 
from their‘ wickedness, but we 
cannot live in a different world. 

And on your own part, no doubt 
you read magazines and papers 
that are not written by Christians. 
You read some of the newspapers, 


perhaps; you listen some to the 
radio, perhaps, to people who are| 
unchristian. Probably you even 
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trains with people who are not 
Christians. I do not see any 
difference in learning how to 
speak or sing, when necessary, by 
seeing how the greatest artists do 
it, even though they are not Chris- 
tians, on the one hand, and on the 
other hand, riding on a railroad 
run by non-Christians, when it 
goes where you need to go. 

Dr. Buswell’s statement that the 
Bob Jones University “educational 
program is reeking with theatri- 
cals and grand opera, which lead 
young people, as I know, and as 
you ought to know, into worldly, 
life of sin,” is, in my humble 
judgment, utterly untrue.

Everywhere I go these 
students are known for their stand 
for clean living. I have never 
heard of a single Bob Jones Uni- 
versity student who turned to the 
stage for a livelihood. It may be) 
that some ex-students of Bob 
Jones University attend movies; 
it would be surprising in such a 
large number if some did not, 
even as some _ graduates of 
Wheaton and Moody Bible Insti- 
tute and others of the best Chris-| 
tion schools sometimes slip into: 
worldly ways. But I do not know 
of any such cases and I never 
heard. of a Bob Jones University 
student who thought the classes 
in dramatics were an excuse for 
attending the movies or commer 
cialized theatres in general.

THE EDITOR IN SPRINGFIELD, 


REVIVAL 


Tonight brings the city-wide tent revival campaign at 
Springfield, Missouri, where your editor is preaching, to the 


half-way mark. 


It is Sunday night, May 22. Although 


churches did not give up their Sunday night services as 
should have been planned for the best results, yet we had 


1,400 to 1,500 


people, I judge, in the big tent. 


There were 


eight who ‘came to accept Christ as Saviour and three back- 
sliders came to confess and forsake their backsliding, asking 
God for forgiveness and cleansing. Several men came to 
accept Christ. Many unsaved people were in the audience. 


We are just beginning to reap. 
The shifting and growing crowd 
night after night has involved a 
total of many thousand different 
people. They have come from as 
far as 90 and 100 miles away. A 
few of the churches are giving 
most hearty cooperation. One 
Methodist church has given up all 
conflicting services and the pastor 
and people are regulany with us. 
A very large and strong Baptist 
church gives up all week-night 
services. So does the large Central 
Assembly of God and so do one 
each of smaller Methodist and 
Presbyterian churches. We are 
having usually from twenty to 
thirty ministers in the audience. 
Deep and pungent conviction is 
beginning to fall on sinners. Since 
the service tonight a man has 
called his friend to have him make 
a date with me to eat breakfast 
with him and talk to him about 
his soul. Two lost men, heads of 
families, promised me they would 
earnestly seek God tonight before 
sleeping. 

In the two weeks that remain 
We expect a mighty turning to 
God. The campaign runs through 
June 5. The big tent, 240 feet long, 
seats about 2,000. 


Nearly 300 children have made 
professions of faith in special aft- 


. ernoon services conducted by the 


song leader, Rev. Evarett Miils, in 
various churches all over the city, 
with hearty cooperation. 

I have been the guest of the 
‘Chamber of Commerce, the guest 
ef a Commercial club, of three 
chools, of twd factories, of two 
@ifferent daily radio broadcasts. I 
thave preached one morning to 175 
atudents in Brantley-Draughn 
Business University and to some

350 employees in the Assembly of 
God Publishing house another 
morning. I am invited to two 
Lion’s clubs to speak this week. 
Thank God for His blessings! We 
hope to be able to tell of many 
more saved in these next two 
weeks. 


A Week Later - 

The above paragraphs missed 
the paper last week for lack of 
room. Now it is Sunday morning, 
May 29, 10:00 a. m. I preached on 
the radio at 7:00 a. m., will preach 
at Mt. Carmel Methodist church at 
11:00, at the tent revival campaign 
at 3:00 p. m., and 7:30 p.m. An- 
other week remains of the revival. 
This week crowds have been some- 
what influenced by commence- 
ment exercises and the closing of 
schools and colleges, and we are 
now in the Memorial day week- 
end, 


A very happy feature of the 
week at the tent revival cam- 
paign has been the number of men 
saved, heads of families. One 
night a man eighty-three years 
old, was saved. I heard another 
man last night, saved in this cam- 
paign at the age of sixty-four, 
telling a lost man that he found 
Christ May 20 in this tent; that 
the days since have been the hap- 
piest he has ever known. Again 
and again gray-headed men and 
women have come to Christ. Last 
night three middle-aged men 
came to Christ.

A prominent auctioneer went 
out in the country and prayed 
until 2:30 in the morning, received 
full assurance of salvation and 
then before going to bed went to 
see estranged loved ones whom 
he had not visited in six -years.

accused Dr. Jones as follows: “‘You 
advise young men to prepare for 
the ministry in a seminary which 
is saturated with Barthianism, 
and in which the Professor of Old 
Testament denies the integrity of 
the Pentateuch.” I suspect that 
Dr. Buswell refers to Princeton 
Seminary. It is true that some 
ministerial students from Bob 
Jones* University have in the past 
attended Princeton Seminary. 
Others have gone to the Northern 
Baptist Seminary, to Faith Semi- 
nary, to Dallas Theological Semi- 
nary, Eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary and Gordon College in 
Boston. Every fundamental friend 
of young ministers has a serious 
problem in recommending semi- 
naries. I know that Dr. Bob Jones 
Sr, has continually told his stu- 
dents that they have no right to 
sit under modernistic theology 
teachers to prepare to preach an 
evangelical gospel message. Minis- 
terial students in Bob Jones Uni- 
versity .represent thirty-five de- 
nominations. Those planning to 
be Presbyterian ministers natur- 
ally have a tendency to go _ to 
Princeton Theological Seminary, 
the best known Presbyterian Sem- 
inary in the world. But I know 
that only a relative few of B.J.U. 
students go on to attend Prince- 
ton Seminary, 


The problem is so serious that 
now Bob Jones University has 
put in graduate courses in the 
school of religion so it can give 
seminary degrees and will do so 
from this time on. It seemed 
nearly impossible to find a semi- 
nary that was true to the Bible 
and was on fire for evangelism 
and with acceptable standards of 
|scholarship at one and the same 
time. Dr. Buswell, in my hum- 
ble opinion, did great wrong to 
Bob Jones University in making 
any such statement, and to the 
best of my knowledge and belief 
the statement is misleading, and 
unreliable.

sary to keep Bob Jones Univer-:

For example, the school did 
away with intercollegiate foot- 


ball. You know, of course, that 
football is very popular, as are 
other intercollegiate sports. It 


happens that I love football. I 
played it two years in college and 
then I coached football ang bas- 
ketball in Wayland College when 
I taught. But it is a well-known 
truth that it is desperately hard 


to keep intercollegiate sports on: 


a spiritual plane. The tendency 
everywhere is to honor a worldly- 
minded but spectacular halfback 
more than a soul-winning minis- 
terial student. You see, a win- 
ning football team is good adver- 
tising for a college. But Dr. Bob 
Jones and Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., fac- 
ing the thing squarely, gave up 
intercollegiate football, feeling it 
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did not contribute to the spiritual 
life of the school. That took 
courage and faith. It has been 
widely criticised. I know that 
when I attended a Christian col- 
lege and played football, the pro- 
fane and worldly football players 
received special favors because 
they were good football players,

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Ghost, and: in much assurance’ 
(I Thess. 1:5). It “came not...in 
word only.” Dear friends, too 
often the gospel comes only in 
word true words, orthodox 
words, Bible words—but in word 
only. There is that lack of unc- 
tion, that lack of power, that lack 
of throb and thrill that reaches 
the hearts and consciences of men. 
But it came from Paul not in 
word only but in power and in the 
Holy~ Ghost and in much assur- 
ance. Assurance of what? As- 
surance that the Word would be 
blessed. These men believed that 
while the majority would reject, 
God had a minority who would 
accept the gospel. And in all con- 
fidence and in assurance begotten 
of the Holy Ghost they preached 
the gospel. 

Moreover fully thirty long 
years after Pentecost Peter said 
to his converts: ‘We have preach- 
ed the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from Hea- 
ven’ (I Peter 1:12). You say, 
“Granted; but that is nearly two 
thousand years ago, Preacher. We 
are not to expect those manifesta- 
tions of the supernatural today as 
then.” 


I want to grant to you who are 
Bible students that the, book of 
Acts distinctly says that some 
miracles wrought by Paul and 
Peter were “special miracles.” 
These men needed special evidence 
of God’s power and presence to 
credential their claim to apostle- 
ship. But that is true of only a 
few of the miracles. Miracles hap- 
pened long after Pentecost. And, 
beloved, miracles have been hap- 
pening all through the centuries. 


What is more to the point, I 
want to tell you in my message 
tonight that miracles can happen 
today and are happening. The rest 
of my message will be a story, or 
series of stories, rather than a 
sermon for this reason: some fif- 
teen years ago in the church in 
Toronto where I was minister for 
nine years, God opened Heaven 
above that church and poured out 
His Holy Spirit in such revival 
_ blessing and power that absolute- 
ly changed ‘the lives of one-tenth 
of the members of that church. 
Seventy out of the seven hundred 
members entered into a new ex- 
perience of constant revival. With 
the manner in which that revival 
began I shall not deal tonight 
because .that is another subject. 
Sufficient to say, God came to a 
man who for sixteen years had 
been praying for revival and 
answered that man’s prayers. 

He thought when revival came 
to his heart it would lift him up 
with joy. Instead of that, when 
God touched his life it was in con- 
victing, searching power that laid 
him on his face before God, show- 
ed him how grievously he had 
failed God, how he was putting 
God’s service before God Himself, 
and taught that man a lesson that 
he will never forget. After casting 
him down and profoundly convict- 
ing him of sin, and after he had 
acknowledged his shortcomings, 
God lifted him up and sent him 
before our people to give a testi- 
mony as to God’s dealings with 
him, as to how he had faileg God 
and how God had revealed that 
failure, and then had forgiven 
him, lifted him up and sent him 
out with a new love for souls and 
a new love for saints. As that man 
stood before our people and con- 
fessed in humility his ‘sins, God 
began to work in other. hearts. 
With my own eyes and ears I 
learned of at least seventy people 
of our ‘seven hundred members, 
who had such spiritual . experi- 
ences, experiences that in some 
cases far transcended their con- 
version in the first place. 

May I say in passing that it 
was because of that spiritual ex- 
perience in that church that God 
finally called me to be an evangel- 
ist. I found that I could not con- 
tain my testimony within the four 
walis of one church. I wanted to 
tell God’s people at large what 
’ God had done for opr church. I 
wanted to tell pastors how pos- 
sible it was for them to know re- 
ei vival in this our own day with all 

“a. eed, its sin, its strife and

within the churches. I wanted to 
tell them that God still could get 
victory and would for those who 
paid the price. But during that 
revival and in the twelve months 
that followed I saw in that church 
and in churches where we went 
to help at that time, the very 
things that you find in the book 
of Acts. If you will leave out 
speaking in unknown tongues; if 
you will leave out the raising of 
the dead—special miracles like 
that—I think, my dear friends, 
that everything else in the book 
of Acts IJ-saw with my own eyes 
by the power of God working 
among My people. 

If I were to tell you what God 
did through the minstry of D. L. 
Moody or R. A. Torrey or Charles 
G. Finney, it would go clear over 
your heads. You would say, “Cer- 
tainly! Doubtless! But then, Mr. 
Linton, there were giants in those 
days!” But if I tell you what God 
did for a plain pastor like John 
Linton and John Linton’s people— 
ordinary folk like yourselves— 
then you will see that God could 
do it through “your minister and 
through you yourselves. 

. What do you recall as the five 
or six outstanding characteristics 
of apostolic Christianity, of that 
church in the early chapters of 
the book of Acts, that church 
radiant with joy, throbbing with 
the power of God? If you: were to 
ask me that question, I would say 
that the first characteristic was a 
supernatural atmosphere which 
prevailed wherever those Christ- 
ians met and prayed and preached. 
For instance, on the day of Pente- 
cost the very atmosphere of the 
room was throbbing, vibrating, 
pulsating with the power of God. 
One hundred and twenty men and 
women were meeting in that up- 
per room. The Spirit of God came. 
The. Bible says. that He not only 
filled all the people but that He 
“filled all the house where 
they were sitting,” Is it accidental 
thatthe Scripture'»says “all the 
house ?”. No. God ‘wants the» at- 
mosphere of every local church, 
every building (whether humble 
or ornate, large or small) where 
His people; meet to worship and 
preach the gospel to be .simply 
throbbing, pulsating, vibrating 
with His power. Certainly that 
was a mark of apostolic Christi- 
anity. 

Second, there was a superna- 

tural infilling with the Spirit. 
“They were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost’—not just the men. 
The women in that meeting, with 
the men, were filled. It was not 
just the older men and the older 
women who were filled; all were 
filled—old,' young, and _ middle- 
aged. A supernatural infilling 
with the Holy Spirit is a mark, a 
characteristic of the apostolic 
church. And it can be the mark of 
the church today. 
That in turn was followed by 
a supernatural witnessing. Look, 
for instance, at Peter. Before his 
infilling we see a girl putting him 
to shame, putting him to silence 
and denial. But after Pentecost he 
is ready to face a thousand lions. 
One sermon on the day of Pente- 
cost resulted in three thousand 
conversions because of a Spirit- 
filled witness, not only by the 
preacher but also by the hundred 
and nineteen who went out testi- 
fying and. witnessing before that 
service. 

In the fourth place, there was a 
supernatural conviction of sin. 
That first sermon preached on the 
day of Pentecost was. never finish- 
ed. Did you notice that? They in- 
terrupted Peter and said, “Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” 
They wanted to be saved. They 
broke the silence of the service. 
They cried out because .God had 
begotten a hunger for salvation 
as a result of the preacher’s mes- 
sage. So in a church today that 
has the marks of the early church

Men and women will sit and 
listen to the gospel; see a preach- 
er standing up there with tears 
in his eyes, with his face white 
with fear as he pictures a lost 


is a buzz of idle conversation and 
laughter, showing that this story 
of Hell is only a story in a book 
to many of God’s dear people. 
Their faces are not white. They 
should file almost silently out of 
the house of God with the terror 
and fear of a lost eternity for 
loved ones and neighbors ringing 
in their ears. 


Instead of that, two minutes 
after the sermon is preached, in 
many of our churches, the people 
have forgotten all about it. The 
sinner who is convicted looks 
around after the service and says, 
“What about this Hell? Perhaps 
I did not hear right.” He has been 
trembling under the convicting 
power of God’s Spirit. He has been 
wondering just when and how he 
will become saved from the wrath 
to come, But as soon as the serv- 
ice is over everybody is back to 
normal, and it looks as if it were 
just a story. Seeing God’s people 
so unconcerned, he becomes un- 
concerned also. How we need a 
supernatural convietion for sin! 


Certainly if you name the fifth 
mark or characteristic it will be 
remarkable. answers to prayer: 
Who can read those pages with- 
out seeing it? The ten days’ pray- 
er meeting ended with the Spirit 
of God poured from on high upon 
them, A few days later they are 
again in an upper room. “And 
when they had prayed, the place 
was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness” (Acts 4:31). What were 
they praying for in that second. 
upper room? “Lord, behold their 
threatenings: and grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness 
they may speak thy word.” (Acts 
4:29). Watch this: “And when‘ 
they had prayed [for boldness], 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, AND THEY SPAKE THE 
WORD OF GOD WITH BOLD- 
NESS.” 


Here is an assembled church 
asking God for boldness, and 
while the words are still upon 
their lips God gives the answer. 
And so it is all through the book 
—asking and receiving almost in. 
the same breath and the same 
day. 

Certainly one more mark is 
supernatural guidance in service. 
I think that is as remarkable, cer- 
tainly it is as desirable, as any 
other mark. These men and wom- 
en were guided by the Spirit of 
God to where God wanted them to 
go. He said) to deacon Philip, ‘I 
want you to leave Jerusalem and 
go to Samaria and preach to that 
mongrel people the gospel that I 
bid you.’ He went. The fire of God 
fell. A mighty revival broke forth. 
Right in the heart of it, with hun- 
dreds, possibly thousands, being 
saved, the Spirit of God says, 
‘Deacon, drop it all right away 
and go down to the desert. You 
will find a man there. Lead him 
to Christ.’ Philip went. God bless 
him, he went! 

He came to a crossroad and 
there was a man reading the Old 
Testament, wanting to be saved 
but not knowing how. And he had 
the joy of leading that man to 
the Lord. 

So it is all through the book. 
The Scripture says of Paul and 
those with him, “They assayed to 
go into Bithynia: but the Spirit 
suffered them not” (Acts 16:7). 
Then the Scripture says, “And a 
vision appeared to Paul in the 
night; There stood a man of Mace- 
donia, and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us. And after he had seen 
the vision, immediately we endea- 
voured to go into Macedonia, as- 
suredly gathering that the Lord 
had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them” (Acts 16:9,10). 
The steps of these men were act- 
ually, literally siaueoigs by the Holy 
Ghost. 

You say, “Certainly, Mr. Linton. 
And it is marvelous reading; we 
don’t deny that. But bless you, 
dear preacher, we can’t expect 
that kind of thing today!” Oh; no 
~-but we saw it! We saw it all! 
Let me tell you some of the things 
we saw. | 

A SUPERNATURAL 
 ATMOSPERE 

I taught my people in the Sat- 
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urday night prayer meeting as we|t! 


the morrow to pray first of all that 
God would fill our church, upstairs 
and down, right. and left, back 
and front, with the mighty, cons- 
cious power and presence of the 
Holy Spirit. I said, “Let us ask 
God to make this atmosphere 
tremble and throb with the power 
of God.” Men and women would 
cry to God and say, -“Heavenly 
Father, may there not be a part 
of our church where any sinner 
can possibly sit tomorrow, in gal- 
lery or downstairs, and be un- 
aware of the fact that God is in 
His holy temple.” And I could 
keep you here alk night giving you 
illustrations’ of how God answered 
that prayer. One will do. 


I gave an invjtation one night. I 
saw a Mr. Wilson lift his hand 
and his son, a boy of fifteen, fol- 
low. There were also others. I 
said, “After the singing of this 
last hymn come into the inquiry 
room and workers will deal with 
you.” He and his boy and the 
others went in. 


Five minutes later I took my 
Bible and went into the inquiry 
room. Standing inside the door 
was this Mr. Wilson. I said, “Mr. 
Wilson, you wanted to be saved?” 

“No,” he said, “I am saved.” 

I said, “Oh; somebody else has 
already dealt with you?” 

“No. 9? 

“Well,” I said, 
stand.” 

“Well,” he said, “when I came 
to your church tonight I was not 
a Christian. I sat in the gallery 
with my boy ten minutes before 
the service began. Mr. Linton, you 
rose up to begin your song serv- 
ice and gave out hymn number 
ten: 

In lovingkindness Jesus came , 

My soul in mercy to reclaim, 
‘And from the depths of sin and 
shame 
Thro’ grace He lifted me. 

While you were singing the first 
verse of that first hymn I gave 
my heart to God.” 

What did that? The man said 
that no sooner did he sit down in 
that house of God than God began 
to show him his-sins. God’s Spirit 
began to‘tug at his heart. The 
presence of God was so real that in 
a minute after we had started the 
service the man was born again. 
He. was saved before I ever got at 
him with my wonderful sermon! 
How I glory in that! Boy, when 
God can do it without preachers, 
that is something, isn’t it? Then 
God gets all the glory. He should 
anyway, but sometimes He does 
not. In this case He had to. And 
I glory in that. God’s was the 
power and God’s the glory.

A Supernatural Witnessing 
About that time I went to the 
Sault Ste. ‘Marie First Baptist 
church to help Dr. J. C. Macaulay 
who was minister there then, in 
meetings. They were supposed to 
be for two- weeks; they became 
three weeks — three wonderful 
weeks! One Sunday morning I 
preached on “A Spirit-Filled Life.” 
I presented that truth and ex- 
perience more definitely than I 
had ever dared to do before as a: 
Baptist minister. You see, we Bap- 
tists believe in a Spirit-filled life 
—certainly! We have to, because 
Paul said, “Be filled with the. 
Spirit” (Eph.~ 5:18). Suppose IT 
said, “We are going to have an 
after-meeting downstairs. I want 
to ask those of you who are saved! 
but not filled with the Spirit to 
come downstairs and pray tonight 
until you are filled with the 
Spirit.” "Poor Brother Evans, the 
pastor of this church, would say 
to himself, “Oh! I wonder what: 
Brother John has been doing? Has 
he been to the Pentecostal meet- 
ing?” And what am I doing? I am 
merely asking people to come and 
pray that they might be filled 
with the Spirit, so that they might 
go into a room without being filled’. 
and leave it filled. Baptist minis- 
ter, you get up to say that and the 
deacons will have you on the car- 
pet. They will say, “Pastor, what 
do you mean: ‘being filled with - 
the Spirit’? Don’t you think you 
are on very dangerous ground?” — 
You see, friends, we bélieve a 
lot of truths in our heads, but 
when it comes to putting them 
into life, that is a different thing?) 
But I preached it that Sunday, 
morning. I said, “Now this com-« 
marid to be filled is God’s Word,

Some of you dear people have 
heard God speak to you, and I 
want you to go back to your home 
this morning, get alone with God 
and do Business on a Spirit-filled 
life and by a simple, childlike 
faith claim and receive what the 
Bible calls being filled with the 
Spirit.” 

A dear girl of twenty-one whom 
I had led to the Lord seven years 
before went from that service. I 
do not know what happened be- 
tween her: and God..The pastor 
and I never knew that, but Mil- 
dred Merrifield, a little slip of a 
girl twenty-one years of age, be- 
came radiant for God and was 
filled with the mighty Spirit. She 
had never led a soul to Christ in 
the seven years she. had been 
saved. She said, “Mr. Linton, I 
had wanted to. I had seven little 
girls in the primary department 
and I tried my best, but my-words 
just seemed powerless.” But with- 
in the next two weeks I saw Mil- 
dred Merrifield lead six young 
ladies to Jesus Christ! 

You say, “How did she do it?” 
She brought them one by one to 
the service. She sat beside them. 
She told me, that God told her to 
whom she should go. And she 
went to one after the other of the 
girls of her graduating class three 
years before in the high school. 
First, she got the most sympathe- 
tic one, brought her and sat with 
her on the back seat. Mildred 
prayed while I preached. When I 
asked those who wished to. be 
saved to hold their hands, I saw 
her talking to her friend; by and 
by a timid hand went up. I said, 
“Come into the vestry and I will 
deal with you after the service.” 
Mildred took the girl in where 
there were three or four others. 
It was five minutes later before I 
got in there. When I went in I 
was too late to lead the girl to 
Christ. Mildred had taken the 
verse that I had used with her 


seven years before and led her 


friend to the Lord. She did that 
six times in two weeks. A super- 
natural witness. 


A Supernatural Conviction 
of Sin 

When Paul preached Felix trem- 
bled, shook in his shoes. Others 
were pricked in their hearts. Still 
others were cut to the heart. On 
the day of Pentecost they broke 
the sermon time and said, ‘Stop! 
Tell us how to be saved. Men and 
brethren, what must we do?’ 

I had often before the revival 
preached on conviction and the 
need of it, and I had said, ‘““Would 


to God we could see that today; 
but when do we ever see it?” 


When the revival came I saw it. 
‘Six or seven hundred of my peo- 
ple saw it in one night, the night 
‘that man stood in that church and 
‘told six or seven hundred people 
of God’s dealings with him, and 
how God had answered the pray- 
ers of sixteen years and dealt with 
him and convicted him and then 
lifted him up after he was cast 
down and gave him a new tender- 
ness in his voice, a new compas- 
sion for the lost and a new love 
and tenderness for erring Christ- 
ians. When that man testified be- 


_ fore the people of our church, 
God’s Spirit began to work. 


It was on a Sunday night. I 
closed the service that night with 
no invitation to the unsaved. I 
was most anxious that the saved 
people should have the blessing 
this man had received. So I said, 
“There will be an after-meeting.” 
That was the first time in that 
church in eight years that I held 
an after-meeting on a Sunday 
night. I said, “As many of you as 
can, stay to ask God to bring to 
you this blessing. I hope that ma- 
ny will stay.” Then I as the min- 
ister pronounced the benediction. 

No word in the message had 
been spoken to the unsaved. Just 


_ & man’s testimony had been given. 
But before these seven hundred 


people could sit down a man came, 


half running, down the. aisle of 


the church, threw himself over the 


_ Wing of the pulpit and, absolutely 


oblivious of anybody but God, 


Witnesses. 


down in this front pew and ask 
God to forgive your sin, He will do 
it at once.” He sat down and in a 
minute or two he was born into 
the kingdom of God. The last time 
I saw that young man he was in 
Knox college, Toronto, studying to 
be a Presbyterian minister. That 
was supernatural conviction of 
sin! 

Nobody had said a word to the 
unsaved that evening. Yet the 
Spirit of God made his sins so 
real to him that he was oblivous 
of anyone or anything else. 


Remarkable Answers to 
Prayer 

“Grant unto thy servants, that 
will all boldness they may speak 
thy word,” they prayed. And while 
they were praying “the place was 
shaken where they were assem- 
bled together...and “they spake 
the word of God with boldness.” 
They were asking, and while the 
words were still on their lips God 
did the thing they were asking. 
Marvelous! But does anybody 
think that the Acts of the Apost- 
les was ever finished? There is no 
“Amen” to it. Why? They are stil] 
being written. 

After the young’ man was dealt 
with I said to the 250 or 300 peo- 
ple who had waited, “Now, this is 
just a meeting for prayer. I, your 
pastor, am not going to tell you 
what to pray for. The Holy Spirit 
is quite competent to lead you and 
to do that. Just pray as He leads.” 
As I went to take a seat I saw a 
lady near the front rise up. I 
thought she was going to pray, 
but actually she was speaking to 
me. I was not aware of that for 
a moment or two until] I heard my 
name mentioned. Then listening 
keenly I heard what she was say- 
ing. She had been saved about a 
year before in our church. She had 
not yet joined the church; she had 
not yet confessed Him in baptism. 
But she later did. She was a lovely 
Christian woman. 

She said, “Oh, Mr. Linton, will 
you and the people pray for me 
tonight? God has shown me the 
enormity of a sin I committed 
years ago as a teenage girl. I 
went with a younger sister of 
mine to a religious meeting. God 
convicted her of sin and she rose 
up to go to the front and get 
saved, and I held her bodily to her 
seat. Mr. Linton, I have never 
realized the awfulness of that sin 
until tonight. Oh, will you and 
your good people pray that God 
will forgive that sin? And, Mr. 
Linton, won’t you pray that God 
will seek and save my lost sister?” 

As I looked between my fingers 
I could see the tears running down 
that dear woman’s cheeks as she 
pleaded for her lost sister. 

I forget who prayed; I think 
two or three prayed for that mat- 
ter. But I do remember that some- 
body told the Lord that we did 
not know: anything about Mrs. 
Harding’s sister or where she was 
but that God both knew her and 
knew where she was. And God was 
asked that night if He would not 
seek and save that lost sheep. 

My friends, the next morning at 
nine o’clock the minister of a 


church a little more than two, 


miles away phoned me and said, 
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“John, last night a woman was 
saved in our church who tells me 
she is related to a woman who is 
a member of your church. She is 
the sister of a Mrs. Harding who, 
I understand, worships at your 
church. Have you such a lady?” 


I said, “Yes. Mr. Boyd, when 
did that lady find Christ?” 

“Well,” he said, “I closed my 
service last evening at niné o'clock 
and I dealt with her\in my vestry. 
It would be about’ ten, minutes 
after nine when she was’) saved.” 

I said, “Mr. Boyd, at.exactly 
ten minutes after nine last night 
the assembled people in my church 
were asking God to seek and to 
Save a person whom they did not 
know but whom God knew, whose 
whereabouts they did not know 
but which God knew. That is the 
woman. To God be the praise!” 

I do not see anything in the 
realm of the supernatural in the 
book of Acts that is more definite 
and direct than that. 


Supernatural Guidance in 
Service 

I do not know where to begin 
on that point. 

I will tell you this one incident 
out of many in closing: 

I went to help a little Baptist 
church in southern Ontario a few 
months after this experience. I 
was to be there for two weeks. 

The Baptist church was situ- 
ated on a hill. As I walked up the 
hill one night to the church I 
overtook two men walking ahead 
of me more slowly than I was 
walking. I had a desire, and an 
impulse to speak to them and ask 
if they would come to the Baptist 
church to hear me. But this is 
Canada, conservative Canada; and 


this is a Scotsman! While it may- 
be easy for you Americans to 
speak to-each other about spirit- 
ual things and to speak to total 
strangers, it is very difficult for 
me and for some others. And I 
walked right by them and did not 
speak to them. I am sorry I did 


not, not only in the light of what 
happened but in the light of the’ 


fact that it is a terrible thing to' 


have the fear of man that bring- 
eth a snare. They could not put 
you in jail, boy—and if they did it 
would make good advertising. The 
fact is we haven’t the sense God 
gave us when we were born! 


I walked right past them. 

i came into the Baptist church 
and a few minutes later the two 
men walked in and sat in a back 
seat. I said to myself, “John Lin- 
ton, that is where you missed your 
chance that God gave you. Had 
you asked them, to come to hear 
you they would have said, ‘we are 
going there.’ And when they came 
into the church they would have 
known that standing in the pulpit 
was a man who not only preached 
it but lived if.” But you see I 
missed it because I was not open 
to the leading of God. 

The pastor started his song 
service. Then he said, “Mr. Linton 
will read.”’ I read the fourth chap- 
ter of Acts where the people were 
again filled with the Spirit. I 
said, “Notice. The same people 
who were filled in chapter 2 are 
filled again in chapter 4.” And I 
said, ““We need to be filled con- 
tinually, and kept filled, because 
by our disobedience and failure 
the Spirit of God in His power 
goes out of us.” Then God made 


me tell the audience of my failure 


to testify to the two men. I said, 
“You see, dear people, if you and 
I were obedient all the time God 
would keep us filled. But we dis- 
obey God. Then we get out of 
touch with God and lose our 
chance.” ‘ 


The people, of course, were very 
‘much interested in that confession 
from the preacher. 

But sitting in the middle of the 
church was the Methodist minister 
who had come into the Baptist 
church to hear me that night. The 
minute I started talking of these 
two men, he started squirming in 
his seat. He was literally squirm- 
ing. I was not saying anything 
about. him. But he became so 
agitated that he could not keep his 
seat; and right in the middle of 
the service, in front of everybody 
and greatly disturbed, he walked 
out! 

Fifteen minutes later he came 
back bringing a stranger with 
him. They sat on the back seat. I 
finished my sermon. I gave an 
invitation. I said to the one or two

hard! It is so simple that a child 
may understand and walk in it. It 
is the way of faith! , 
Jesus says the way to maintain 
an untroubled heart is, first, to: 


1. Believe in God 
Believe in God. He does not say 
to believe there IS a God, Every- 
one believes that. Many believe 
that there is a God, yet do not 
believe IN HIM, do not trust Him 


to take care of them and their 
loved ones and their interests for 
time and eternity. To believe IN 
God means to commit all to Him, 
believing that He is watching 
Over you and caring for you with 
a love and care more faithful and 
powerful than any earthly pdadr- 
ents have for their children, It 
means to trust Him in the dark, 
trust Him when you cannot under- 
stand why He permits certain 
things to happen to you and your 
loved ones. It means to trust Him 
when everything points the other 
way. It means to trust Him when 
your body is ill, when your health 
is broken, when you lose your job, 
When you must send a loved one 
to a mental institution, when 
your eyes are failing and you 
face an exXistence of blindness— 
When any trying circumstance 
comes your way! It means to 
trust Him when you pick up the 
broken body of your. little child 
who has been killed in an ac- 
cident. It means to trust Him 
when you lower the body of the 


dearest person on earth into the 


grave, that one whom you loved 
better than life. 


My friends, these things are 
very real. And until you can face 
all the afflictions of life with an 
unshaken faith in God; until you 
can say, “I do not understand it 
all but I know God loves me and 
cares for me in spite of appear- 
ances’; until you can rest upon 
the unchangeable, perfect, reli- 
able, faithful word of God, you 
have never learned to really be- 
lieve IN God! 


“Believe in God,” says Jesus 
Christ. “I will believe,” says ithe 
true believer, the true Christian. 
And this quiet, uninterrupted, un- 
assailable, tunmoveable, fixed 
faith in a God who cares is the 
foundation stone in a life of per- 
fect peace and victory! 


2. Believe in the Future Life 

The second truth that will help 
to maintain an untroubled heart 
is this: Jesus says that to faith, | 
trust and confidence in God we 
must add faith in the future life. 
We must have a real, living con- 
fidence that there is a Heaven for 
us beyond this little life, that 
there is a houSe over there which 
our loving God has prepared for 
us, and that He has planned that 
each of us who. believe in Him, 
trust in Him, rely on Him, look 
to Him, depend on Him, shail 
come there and move into His 
house and live with Him in His 
house forever! 

You .see, friends, if this is so, 
it will banish all other fears. I 
am saying this to you out of my 
heart I have found peace and 


@ Gods Iwo 
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who responded, “Come into the 
vestry and I will deal with you 
and lead you to the Lord.” While 
I was speaking to someone be- 
fore going in, one of the deacons 
came to me, and said, “Mr. Lin- 
ton, the Methodist minister is in 
the inguiry room with another 
man, and he wants to see you 
right away.” I excused myself and 
went in. This Methodist minister 
said, “Mr. Linton, this is a Mr. 
Johnson. He says he wants to be 
saved. Before you say anything 
to him let me tell you this:

And at the mouth of two wit- 
nesses, the Spirit of God within 
me and your word, I could not 
stay in your church. I went out on 
the porch and said, ‘O God, You 
gave Jonah a_ second chance; 
won't You give me a_ second 
chance? help me to find that 
man. 

“I walked all through the vil- 
lage, up one side and down the 
other; but I could not see him. 
Then I prayed again and reminded 
God of the second chance He gave 
to Jonah, Then, Mr. Linton, [I 
found the man, I said, ‘Sir, there 
is a little Scotsman preaching in 
the Baptist church on the hill. 
Wouldn’t you like to hear him?’ 

“He said, ‘Yes; I’m a traveling 
man and I am just putting in 
time. I'd be glad to go.’ And he 
eame. And this is Mr. Johnson.” 

I said, “Mr. Johnson, have you 
ever taken Christ as Saviour be- 
fore ?”

knelt in that vestry and accepted 
Christ. 
I do not know anything in the 
realm of guidance recorded in the 
book of Acts that is more definite 
than that. God put into my mouth 
the words of that confession be- 
cause it met the need of His dear 
servant and resulted in the saving 
of a soul, 
Dear men. and women, it is 
heart breaking to see the differ- 
ence between that picture as I 
have outlined it and the average 
church today. God in that- revival 
gave me a church throbbing with 
power, filled with the Spirit of 
God—so filled with God that one 
Saturday night in September 
God gave to me and Mrs. Linton 
in our own home the assurance 
and faith that there would not be 
one single Sunday in the rest of 
that year without somebody be- 
ing saved. And these eyes saw 
that prayer answered. We had 
been asking each Saturday night 
for a soul to be saved on Sunday, 
taking it a Sunday at a time. But 
God was becoming -so wonderful 
that we were ashamed just to 
take a week at a time and we 
stepped over the side of the boat 
one night for sixteen weeks of 
continuous eonversions. And God 
gave us to see the answer to that 
prayer. For sixteen consecutive 
Sundays we saw souls saved right 
up to the last Sunday in that 
year, 
My heart, dear pastor, longs to 
see our churches like that. When 
I see churches going on with a 
dry baptistery almost the whole 
year I wonder what the Lord 
Himself must think. Dear people, 
there is only one thing worth liv- 
ing for and that is souls, souls 
saved at home and souls saved 
abroad. | | 
Are you filled with the Spirit? 
If you will ask God to fill. you and 
are willing to put ‘out of your 
life everything that is known to 
be sinful or questionable, then by 
a simple act of faith you may re- 
ceive what God calls the fullness 
of the Spirit. Your capacity may 
be small, but as God keeps filling 


God will keep pouring in and your 
capacity will be more and. more. 
PRAYER: O God, how we long 


‘-jto reach the lost world. Oh, fill 


us with Thy Spirit so that we may 
take the gospel to the people. In 
our daily lives and in our daily 
witnessing and through our gifts

and it tended to lower the spirit- 
ual standards of the school. Ev- 
ery Christian college faces this 
serious problem. Many of them, 
I think, handle it wonderfully 
well, but many do not. At any 
rate, Bob Jones University  fol- 
lowed convictions in dropping in- 
tercollegiate football. 


Again, great pressufe has been 
put on Bob Jones University to 
join worldly associations of col- 
leges. You understand that the 
secular colleges and universities 
control these associations. Some 
Christian schools feel they must 
join in order to have proper ac- 
crediting. I do not criticise them. 
If they feel they must make some 
concessions in order to be ac- 
credited better, then each college 
administration must settle that 
problem for itself. 


I know that in Baylor Univer- 
sity the administration felt com- 
pelled to cut down the two week’s 
revival to five days, on the in- 
sistence of the representative of 
the association of colleges. I am 
told that Asbury College authori- 
ties would not cut down the time 
given to revival services but said, 
“We will use the time in revival 
instead of in football, as the sec- 
ular colleges use it”. 


I understand that when the 
Northern Baptist Seminary was 
being considered for membership 
in an accrediting association, a 
Jesuit priest was sent to investi- 
gate the seminary and pass on 
their qualification for member- 
ship! 

I do not criticise these other 
Christian schools if they feel this 
approval of wordly college auth- 
grities is necessary. But Dr. Bob 
Jones has felt that for the Uni- 
versity to enter the association 
of colleges would be yoking up 
with unbelievers and would in- 
volve giving up control of the 
faculty and curriculum in many 
details. Therefore, against much 
criticism, Dr. Bob Jones has stay- 
ed true to his convictions and true 
to Christ. 


All of us know that Bob Jones 
University could meet the stand- 
ards required by the various as- 
sociations of colleges. Bob Jones 
University requires 130 semester 
hours for graduation instead of the 
usual 120. Any adjustments nec- 
essary could be made. But to 
foliow their Christian convictions 
and make the school all it ought 
to be, Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., and his 
great son, Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., 
have stayed out of the worldly 
associations of colleges. The work 
of the college is widely accepted 


by such schools as_ Princeton| 
Theological Seminary, Eastern 
Baptist» Theological Seminary, 


Northern Baptist Seminary, the 
University of South Carolina, the 
University of Tennessee in whose 
state the school was formerly lo- 
cated, etc. But they have not 
compromised. 

From this steadfast position of 
loyalty to Christ and deep con- 
victions, all of us know we can 
trust the administration of Bob 
Jones University not to trim their 
sails for worldliness and sin. 


Fundamentalists. With Out-

6. Allowance must be made for 
Dr. Buswell’s prejudices. I be- 
lieve he is a good man, an earn- 
est man. He has intense convic- 
tions. He also seems to have 
strong prejudices. When he was 
president of Wheaton College he 
was actively opposed to Bob Jones 
College, thinking there was not 
room, I suppose, for two indepen- 
dent, fundamental Christian col- 
leges. I have no doubt this pre- 
judice was more or less uncon- 
scious on his part, and he may 
have thought that there was not 
Now 


the National Bible Institute, of 


which Dr. Buswell is president, 
has begun to offer degrees and do 
college work. And it turns out 
~ that he breaks into print with a 
cc! one on Bob Jones Uni- 
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versity. I believe that, more or 
less unconsciously, jealousy for 
his own school may have influ- 
enced him. 

I do not blame Dr. Buswell for 
speaking out against the modern- 
ism in the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion. I honor Dr. Buswell that he 
took a stand years ago against 
modernism. I suppose it is more 
or less natural for him to have a 
deep-seated resentment against 
the group who tried him publicly 
and, as I ynderstand, banned him 
as a minister of the Presbyterian 
church, God bless him! But he 
should not let his feeling about 
Princeton Seminary lead him to 
say unkind or hurtful things about 
Dr. Bob Jones nor about Bob Jones 
University because a few Bob 
Jones University graduates have 
attended Princeton Seminary, just 
as some graduates of Wheaton 
College do each year.

What 
profit could there be in sowing 
discord publicity in the hearts of 
thousands of Christian people who 
could not know all the facts? If 
the object. had been to help Bob 
Jones University, it seems to mea

way to‘do it. If the object was to 
hurt Bob Jones University and 
break down confidence in it, then 
the way to do it would be as it 
was done—to publish harsh, mis- 
leading statements without giving 
the facts, and thus harm the influ- 
ence of this great Christian school. 
I cannot think that Dr. Buswell 
intended that but I think he was 
hasty and perhaps thoughtless. 


Remember that Jesus said, 


“Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him -his fault between thee and 
him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But 
if he will not hear thee, then take 
with thee one or,two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three wit- 
nesses every word may be estab- 
lished. And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the church: 
but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a __ publican” 
(Matt. 18:15-17). 

Of course, there was no tres- 
pass against Dr. Buswell and so 
there was even less reason for a 
public attack and more reason for 


going privately to check up and 


talk with Dr. Bob Jones and see 
whether he, Dr. Buswell, had all 
the facts or not (which he certain- 


ly did not have or he would not 
have said what he did). 


I remind you that I followed the 
Bible plan lovingly and carefully, 
with many conferences, with lov- 
ing petition by several of us evan- 
gelists, doing all we could privately 
and in good faith before anything 
was said or done publicly about 
the hurtful book of Dr. Chafer’s 
attacking evangelists, saying evan- 
gelists were “a false force in 
evangelism,” that it was wrong to 
give a public invitation for sinners 
to accept Christ, that evangelists) 
should never preach against sin, 
should never preach repentance, 
etc. One ought to try first to help 
matters quietly before doing any- 
thing to harm a great institution 
publicly. 

I think that Dr. Buswell did 
wrong in attaching such sweeping 
condemnation of Bob Jones Uni- 
versity to a book review. It was 
out of place, was misleading and 
was taking to the public a matter 
upon which he did not have full 
information in a way calculated 
to do harm and not good. 

It is always easy to attract at- 
tention by criticizing great men. 

Fundamental Bible believers 
need to take great pains to main- 
tain brotherly love and fellowship. 
You see, modernists do not have 


much trouble about maintaining 
fellowship. because they do not 
have convictions. But Dr. Buswell 
is a fundamentalist with strong 
convictions, for which, no doubt, 
he would die. The same is true 
about me, I trust, and I am sure 
it is true about Dr. Bob Jones and 


other great Christian leaders. But . 


strong convictions have a tendency 
to breed arrogancy and a critical 
‘mind and sharp and hasty ‘ton- 
clusions.
